Hi  Dan,  from  time  to  time  we  have  had  the  palm  trees  wrapped  for  the  holidays.  They  are  not  permanent 
however,  and  eventually  are  removed  when  they  start  going  out.  I think  its  been  about  two  years. 

From  what  I recall  (and  we  can  check  with  Sarah,  we  will  add  to  First  Friday  list)  one  of  the  downsides  is  that 
they  have  to  be  plugged  into  a power  source  which  then  eliminates  one  of  the  bulbs  on  the  main  light  fixture.  So 
to  get  the  twinkle  lights,  we  lose  some  footcandles  from  the  big  lights.  The  cord  also  has  to  be  strung  from  the 
tree  to  a pole.. looks  a little  clunky. 

For  that  reason,  we've  kept  our  eye  out  for  solar  powered  lights. 

But. ..we  haven't  talked  about  this  for  two  years,  so  we  can  add  it  to  the  wish  list.

I just  spoke  to  Kerry  about  the  compactors.  As  I mentioned,  the  boards  approved  a total  expenditure  of 
$17,952  for  this  project.  Current  estimates  (excluding  additional  costs  for  paneling  and  transportation) 
currently  put  us  $5,029.60  over  the  approved  amount.  Given  the  additional  expense,  we  would  have  to 
: take  this  project  back  to  the  board  for  approval,  which  will  be  a tough  sell. 


In  addition,  this  variance  may  be  even  higher  when  considering  potential  costs  for  producing  scaled  project 
plans  showing  the  proposed  locations  of  the  14  compactors  for  the  Adopt-A-Median  application. 
Unfortunately,  at  this  point,  we  feel  we  have  no  other  option  than  to  pull  the  plug  on  the  Big  Bellys.  We're 
happy  to  share  our  work  done  thus  far  on  cost  estimates  and  analysis  with  another  jurisdiction  who  will 
welcome  the  compactors  with  open  arms. 


I'm  sorry  we  couldn't  make  it  work,  I wish  we  had  a solution!  Let  me  know  what  more  I can  do  to  help. 
Please  give  me  a call  if  you'd  like  to  chat  some  more  about  this.
